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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Claim 2 is amended to incorporate "to form a labeled complex" in step c) and "detecting said labeled complex" 
in step d) which introduces new issues of indefiniteness under the provisions of 35 USC 112, second paragraph; thus requiring further 
consideration. Specifically, claim 2 fails to distinctly define how the "contacting (step) of the complex with "an anti-lgA antibody" results to 
the formation of a "labeled complex" since anti-lgA antibody does not appear to be labeled, i.e. is the anti-lgA antibody conjugated to a 
label such as an enzyme or a substrate of an enzyme. Accordingly, the recitation of "a labeled complex" lacks clear antecedent support. 
Additionally, the recitation of "detecting said labeled complex, thereby determining the presence or absence of IgA anti-OmpC antibodies" 
is confusing because as recited, the labeled complex is assumed to be always detected which is inconsistent with the subsequent 
recitation of "determining the presence or absence of IgA anti-OmpC antibodies. Specifically, the recitation of "or absence of is not 
accounted for nor equated with the detection step in the recited claim.
